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THE PET DOG. 


The photographer who flashes for us the docking of one of the 
greatest liners is not to be blamed if his picture gives no more promi- 
nence to the ship than to the conquering globe-trotting society woman 


and the Pekinese she clasps to her bosom or fondles at her cheek. It 
is inevitable. Today the dog in arms seems as important a part of 
the life of some women of travel and ambition to be at the front 
as the latest form of the dance or the most fervid conceptions of 
Parisian fashion. ‘ 

To some of us the prominence in life of the small animal so much 
admired and loved of many human beings -seems absurd, but to 
others, who have had experience, it is not so presented; it is not so 
much of an absurdity as it is in many cases a misfortune in the 
tragedy of the parting. 

Let an intelligent dog demanding attention ‘and mere primary 
indulgence obtain a slight hold upon a person of a kindly disposition 
and it will usually, almost inevitably, follow that the animal will 
grow upon the person until there comes a mental affection and. devo- 
tion. Men, women and children, particularly women, in many in- 
stances become slaves to dogs, reversing the ancient epithet. 

' For some of us the dog has hypnetic influence. A person who 
may never have had a dog or cared for one, who may even from 
childhood have grown up to dislike the species, may be observed to 
quite suddenly yield to the pleading eyes and insistent wagging of 
tail the animal, particularly in its puppyhood, may direct to those 
whom it is intent on enlisting in friendship. Then will come intimacy 
and affection through the years to the point where, through ailment 
of heritage or age, sentence must be passed and destruction must 
follow. 

After that the immediate tug at heart strings, with tears of a 
great sorrow and such a memory as inspired the poet to sing of his 
‘‘Old Dog Tray,” with haunting thoughts of a last appeal from 
canine eyes through whose pathos gleamed a thought of some soul 
or essence of life knowing of conditions. And then the average 
mourning owner will probably declare against any successor to that 
pet dog. 


BAD TEETH AND STUDIOUSNESS. 


Dr. Blake, health commissioner of Richmond, has under way 
with the Board of Education a plan for establishing a dental clinic 


in the schools of this city. He is also arranging for a school nurse 
to assist in the work. 

There are two thousand school children im Richmond. Of these, 
if the statistics of the cities generally are to be taken as correct, 95 
per cent are affected in some way by bad teeth, adenoids or some 
other mouth or throat trouble which prevents them doing their best 
work. 
This is an excellent thing, and the health department deserves 
credit for pushing the plan in this city. 

New York, Chicago and other large cities have had some won- 
derful results from dental clinics and school nurses, and there is no 
reason why Richmond should not profit by such a plan. 

Undoubtedly there are in our schools many children who will be 
benefited by the work. 

This city will be indebted to five dentists who have volunteered 
their services one hour each a week free for the work. 


PSYCHOLOGY AND HUNGER. 


It should be a stimulus to the unemployed and the hungry 
through the country to learn that there is no business depression 
according to Mr. Ford, the millionaire automobile manufacturer, in 
an interview with President Wilson yesterday, in which he assures 


the President that ‘‘there is absolutely nothing wrong with business, 


either psychological or otherwise. 

This should be a consolation to the destitute that there are a 
few at least that do not feel the pangs of hunger or the want of 
clothes and an occasional flit at some-pleasure. (ae 

Psychologically business may be good, but materialistically it 
is mighty bad to those who are dependent upon the good auspices 
of the Ford class for an opportunity-to earn the necessities of life, to 
say nothing of a few pleasures, which are as essential to the well-

FOREIGN LANDLORDS. 


| There are. now 20,647,000 acres of 
land in the United States owned by 
29 foreign landlords and foreign syn- 
dicates. The amount of land thus 
oWned {fs as large as Ireland. Indeed, 
one Irish landlord is said to draw 
.3400,000 annual Yncome on rack 
rents from his estates in Illinois. One 
English gentleman in London owns 
700,000 aeres of American land. The 
census of 1880 showed that there 
were 1,024,601 tenant farmers in the 
United States. That number must 
have increased considerably in later 
years, and at the present time our 
American “peasantry” probably out- 
numbers that of Great Britain and 
Ireland combined. At any rate there 
are in Ireland today only 547,222 ten- 
ant buildings; in England and Wales 
together but 414,804, and in all Scot- 
land 81,101. The state of Illinois 
alone has 20,000 more land tenants 
than Scotland. France has today 
5,000,000 smalf rural properties and 
2,000,000 large properties and own- 
ers of real estate in towns. Alto- 
gether both great and small, the num- 
-ber of landed proprietors in the Unit- 
ed States is not quite 3,000,000, and 
yet we have a greater population than 
France by 12,000,000 and many times 
as much land as that country.—Prof. 
Herbert B. Adams.

It could not be denied, said the 
Court, that many objections could be 
urged to the plaintiff’s claim. It 
might be questioned whether his in- 
validism was not due to imagination, 
following. disturbances which——as he 
asserted—had the effect upon him of 
a severe electric shock  Neverthe- 
less, it could be assumed that there 
was a great probability that the 
noises complained of had such a 
shattering effect upon the plaintiff’s 
herves that his susequent maladies 
could properly be considerd as due 
to an accident, within the terms of 
his accident policy.

President Gompers and officials of 
the American Federation of Labor 
who have been leading the fight for 
incorporation of the exemption clause 
are satisfied with the phraseology 
how in the bill as passed by the 
House. The President, too, is satis- 
fied, and House and Senate leaders 
accept it as O. K.

President Wilson’s view of the 
Clause is that it exempts labor and 
the other organizations from prosecu- 
tion bi of the sole fact of or- 
ganization—combination—but does 
not prevent their prosecution. or that 
of any individual ‘aember, foi any 
illegal, unlawful act of combination 
or Conspiracy in restraint of trade. 

Those who doubt the efficiency of 
the legislation point out that the 
courts have never declared that fnere 
“organizations” is prohibited by the 
Sherman law and that therefore the 
“exemption” clause adds nothing:.to 
the law and does not, in fact, ‘‘ex- 
empt” anybody or anything. 

Agreements, such as “closed

EIGHT HOUR BILL MAKES 
EMERGENCY PROVISIONS 


By Howard H. Caldwell. 


The long struggle of the organized 
worker¥ of America for an 8-hour 
workday has resulted in its adoption- 
in the trades that have been best or- 
ganized. There has been a determin- 
ed effort by all organized workers to 
secure and hold it in the face of em- 


Ployers organizations’ efforts to “ale 
low toilers to accept any length of 
workday that the individual may de- 
sire tot contract for.” The neces- 
sities of the weakest workers often 
fore them to bow to the demands of 
the capitalists for evene twelve hours 
toil. 

Modern machinery enables the 

worker to turn out in one hour what 
it required 13 hours to produce one 
hundrede years ago. There is no 
reason why the working class should 
consume all the time when not sleep- 
ing, to produce wealth for the capi- 
talist class. We want both comfort 
and leisure, 
The eight-hour workday of the 
California workers is now in danger 
from the immigration influx of south- 
ern Europt where the workers are 
accustomed to from nine to fifteen 
hours toil for a very low wage. This, 
expended for food and shelter, se- 
cures much less of the good things of 
life than are enjoyed by the working 
class of this state. 

Experience hasa shown that just in 
the ratio thatthe hours of the work- 
ing class have beene reduced, the 
wage of the worker has increased. |

If there is 
a fire, flood or even a frost threatened 
in the fruit belt the workers in that 
case can work overtime to prevent 
“loss of life or property” but the em- 
ployer cannot require overtime as a 
part of regular duties. This law is 
going to save the most overworked of 
women, namely those engagede in do- 
mestic service and those in the fruit 
canneries, from toiling long hours 
for bare existence. s 

It is going to give the eight-hour 
day to those men who are worked 
hard and paid little, and who, from 
the very nature of their occupation 
it has been found impossible to or- 
ganize.e 
This law does not prevent the pick- 
ing of fruit upon Sunday where it is 
necessary, as the workers can be giv- 
en their day off during the week. The 
only hardship that the bill will cause 
is to force the emplofers to put on 
men and so pay more wages. That is 
the real objection on the part of the 
employers. fs 
This law has been placed upon the 
ballot in Arizona, and will reach a 
vote in at least five states this fall. 
All the Pacific Coast states will de- 
cide whether eiyht hours will be the 
maximum workday after next Novem- 
ber. —-San Francisco News.

Jeffries, who met de- 
feat at the hands of Johnson at Reno 
July 4, 1914, was 35 years old when 
the negro wrested the ring honors 
from him.

KING GUSTAVE V., AND QUEEN. 


Excellent Music. 


King Gustave, the fearless sover- 
eign of the most educated common 
folks in Europe and the despair of his 
cabinet, has just been sustained at 
the national election. Aroused by 
Russian aggression, thousands of 
Swedes made a demonstration in fav- 
or of military and naval armament 


reforms, a patriotic demonstration, 
because it meant greater taxation. | 
He is a son of Oscar II, and one m | 
the Bernadotte dynasty. He is 56 
years old, has an irreproachable char- 
acter, which is refreshing in Europ- 
ean court cireles, and has joined hear- 
tily in the movement of greater na- 
tional defense. His declarations along 
this line, without consultation with 
his cabinet, evoked resentment from 
them and he has had cabinet troubles 
ever since. Dr. Knut Hammersk- 
jold has just formed a new cabinet 
in sympathy with the king Gustave 
once disguised himself as a steve- 
dore and spent hours carrying coal 
from a lighter, so as to directly as- 
certain the views of his common peo- 
ple. 

The Queen is fond of Stockholm 
and of the Swedish people, unlike her 
daghter-in-law, Maria Pavlovna, who 
recently deserted Prince Wilhelm, the 
Queen’s second son, because life at 
the Swedish court was funeral, com- 
pared with the dazzling brillfancy of 
St. Petersburg, where Wilhelm mar- 
ried her. The Queen is four years 
younger than the King and is de- 
voted to him. They have had three 
children, the others beside Wilhelm 
being Crown Prince Gustave Adolf, 
whe married the Duke of Con- 
naught’s daughter, and Prince Eric. 
When the King was suffering his oro- 
ginal serious attack of ulceration of 
the stomach and its more recent re- 
currence, the Queen insisted on stay- 
ing at his bedside, along with others 
of the royal family. Her husband 
believes in woman suffrage and has 
presented a suffrage bill to the parlia- 
ment, to give women tte franchise 
for parliamentary elections. Inci- 
dentally, Sweden has recently expell- 
ed Mormon missionaries.

Redding, July 9.—Right hundred 
acres of land four miles north of 
Whitmore, a town 24 miles northeast 


of Redding and a. like distance north- 
west of Mount Lassen, is sinking. 
Barbed wire fences are being rent at 
dicerent points. Great oak trees are 
toppling over and pine trees are lean- 
ing and threatening to fall at any 
moment. : 

Water is oozing from the ground 
in’ hundreds of places and threaten- 
ing to inundate the entire area. The 
barn on the old Whitmore ranch has 
been shored up repeatedly to keep it 
from swinging out of shape. A fissure 
3000 feet long runs through the 
center of the ranch.. In places the 
land has sunk from two to ten feet. 

The sinking of the land was ob- 
served on June 15, the day following 
the first violent eruption of Mount 
Lassen,

ANTIOCH VICTOR 
IN ACTION FOR 
FAIR RATES 


San Francisco, July 9.A— radical 
change in the rate making has been 
inaugurated by the state railroad 
commission in the case of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric company versus the 
City of Antioch. The commission 
ruled that the cost of generating and 
transmitting electricity is wholly sep- 
arated from the cost of distribution 
in any city in fixing equitable rates. 
Rates must be fixed, the commission 
holds, with regard ta the’ money 
which has been honestly and econom- 
jeally spent in eonstructing plants 
and no allowance for ‘unearned in- 


cremen’’ will be made, and the cost 


of distribution, should be borne by. 
each community. 

The commission decided that 7, 238 
mills a kilowatt hour is a fair price 
for electricity delivered by the com- 
pany at the gates of any city served 
by it. This figure will be used as a 
basis rate in San Jose and in other 
cities whose rates are fixed by the 
commission and it will give other 
cities who fix their own rates a 
basis. 

The decision segregates rate mak- 
ing into two divisions. The cost of 
production and transmission will be 
met by consumers and distribution 
costs will be arranged for after the 
energy is delivered. ‘ 

The Antioch rates were fixed at a 
graduating scale ranging from 7 cents 
to three cents a kilowatt hour. 

The rate of return, the commission 
declared, may vary in different cases. 
In the Antioch cass & per cent is 
allowed on the estimated cost of re- 
producting the property. 

In its summing up the commission 
adds: 


“The effects of abnormal condi- 


tions,, bad management, poor judg- 
ment and the lack of foresight must 
be borne by the utility and not by the 
public.”
